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BREEDING AGE FOR HEIFERS 



Time Depends Largely on Develop- 
ment and Season of Year— Cool ' 
Season is Favored. 

The age at which h^fers should 

freshen depends largely upon their 
dt'vclopnieut and the season when it is 
desired to have most of the cows 
freshen. Although the larger breeds 
do not mature at so enrly an age as the 
smaller ones, in most cases it is pos- 
sible by liliernl fcediiipr to obtain snfli-

cient growlh so tliat heifers may profit- 
ably be Ijred to freshen at two yeara 
of age. It Is seldom desirable for a 
heifer to freshen at an earlier age. 

In deeidhiir upon the time to breed, 
the size and develoi)ment sliouUl bo 
given greater consideration than the 
age, since it is important that the heif- 
er have good growth Ity tlie time she 
freshens. Ihiwever, If allowed to be- 
come too mature before breeding, es- 
pecially in the case of animals that 
jiro heavily fed, there Is sometimes dlf- 
licnlty in gettiiifj the lieifers in calf. 

It is andeslrablo to liave cows fresh- 
en during the latter part of the suin- 
mer, becanse their milk production 
■will be seriously hindered by hot 
weather, flies, and dried-up pastures.

ADDING VARIETY tD RATION 

Feeding Alfaifa Hay Before Cattle 
Run on Pasture Is Especially Good 
In Avoiding BioaL 

(By R. H. WILXJAMS, Animal Husband- 
man, Arizona Experiment Station.) 

Stocknien have proved to their own 
satisfaction that it pays to have some 
alfalfa hay before cattle run on alfalfa 
pasture. This is especially beneficial 
in avoiding bloal and adding variety 
to the ration. The animals seem to 
get tired of succulent feed and wish 
a variety. On this account It Is al- 
A\iiys wise to liave a feed rack either 
In the lane or in the field where the 
animals may receive the dry feed. 
Dairy cows especially will reli.sh a few 
bites of the hay night and morning. 
It is a simple matter to keep this hay 
in the dry lot adjacent to the barn 
where the cows may eat before nnd 
after milking. lU-ttcr gains will be 
made in the young stock and also cows 
will yield more ndik and do better if 
allowed aUalfa hay while on pasture.

^AY8 WITH MEAT. 

A dish which will take the place of 
meat and Is most nourishing is Phila- 

C i delpliia scrapple. Take 
a cleaned pig's head and 
boil until the flesh slips 
easily from the bones. 
Remove all the bones 
and chop the meat. Set 
aside the liquor in which 
the head was cooked un- 
til cold, then take off the 
Return the liquor to the heat 
boil, add commeal to make a 
mush and cook until well done, then 
stir in the chopped meat and any sea- 
sonings desired. Some like a little 
sage with the pepper and salt. Pour 
the mush into a mold which wilf form 
nice-shaped slices and set away to 
become lirni. Slice and fry for any 
meal. This makes a very popular 
Southern breakfast dish. One may use 
any bits of chopped meat, or pork 
scraps left from trying out pork rath- 
er than the pig's head if preferred. 

Chopped Steak.— Put two pounds 
of round steak twice through the 
meat chopper, season with pepper and 
onion juice, form into a flat cake and 
place in a greased baking pan over 
a hot fire. Brown and then salt well 
the browned side and quickly brown 
the other. Set in a hot oven to finish 
cooking and serve with a brown sauce 
made from the liquor in the pan. 

Leg of Mutton Cooked in Cider.— 
Buy the leg of muttoa several days 
before using It. Wipe and rub with 
the following mixture of spices: A 
half teaspoonful of cinnamon, the 
same of allspice and cloves, pepper, 
nutmeg and ginger. Rub these into 
the meat well, making pockets to hold 
thefa under the skin in places. Let 
stand two days. When wanted to 
roast place in a large pan with four 
chopped onions and a cupful of seed- 
less raisins. Pour over it two quarts 
of sweet cider and cover with oiled 
paper or another pan. Put info a hot 
oven and when the meat is well 
browned reduce the -heat, basting and 
cooking slowly for twotbours. Add

CAUSE OF DISEASED UDDERS 



Bitter Taste and Rancid Smell in Milk 

Traced to One Cow in Herd- 
Cases of Sore Throat. 

Dairymen have occa.sionally been 
puzzled by a bitter taste and rancid 
sni.'ll in milk, produced, under sani- 
tary conditions. It has been found 
■that such conditions can arise from 
one cow In th-e lierd with a diseased 
udder and a bacteiium has been iso- 
lated as th<> imnuMliaie cause in the 
milk. The bacterium credited as the 
disturbing factor is said to belong to 
the group lactis aerogenes. On a farn^ 
in ^^■is(•onsin they found three cows af- 
fected with mastitis to which was 
traced the cause of 200 cases of severe 
eore throat among the persons using 
milk from the herd.

^UST RAISE DAIRY CALVES 

To Increase Number of Cows It Is Ad- 
visable That Farmers Begin 
Raising Their Own. 



If we are to increase the mnnber 
of cows, as seems advisable, sonu' 
farmers must raise calves of tlie dairy 
type. It is hoped that many farmers 
will decide to begin raising, cows and 
producing dairy proihicts. The first 
essential will be food for the family, 
then a surplus to sell, then soil fer- 
tility which will be possible where 
cows are kept.

Important That Young Animal Have 
Clean Stall and Dry Bedding — 
Qirt Breeds Disease. 

Many Of llie troubles that tin; calves 
of this coiintry are lieir to can be 
traced directly to unclean surround- 
ings. The <"df should have a clean, 
dry stall, < b an pails from which to 
eat and clean, dry bedding all the time. 
Filth breeds disease more quickly in 
tlie calf pen than anywhere else. 



RICE A VALUABLE FOOD. 

Plain boiled rice well cooked is di- 
gested and begins tO be assimilated 
in one ]|our while many 
of the other cereals need 

three and four hours. 

Savory Rice. — ^This 
dish may be varied in 
countless ways. First 
have the rice well 
cooked ; it should be well 
washed and dropped into 
rapidly boiling water which has been 
salted, and allowed to cook until every 
grain stands out by itself, is tender 
and yet not mushy. Now take a cup- 
ful of cooked rice, put a layer of it 
in a well-buttered dish, then cover 
with a small layer of chopped chicken, 
giblets or any minced meat, with a 
broth or white sauce well seasoned 
and added with each layer. Bake until 
thoroughly hot and serve as a main 
dish or as a substitute for meat. To- 
matoes, with onion and a little chopped 
beef and rice, prepared in this way is 
another good dish. 

Swedish Rice. — Boil a caipful of rice 
until tender in salted water. Drain 
nnd dry in the oven. Stir into it two 
tablespoonfuls of sweet fat, the yolks 
of two eggs well beaten, a teaspoonful 
of onion juice and salt and pepper to 
taste. Stir over the fire in a dish set 
in hot water, using a fork to stir with. 
Turn into a round bowl to mold, then 
nnmold on a ydatter and heat in the 
oven. Serve with drawn butter sauce. 

Rice With Eggs.— Take a quarter ^f 
a cupful of washed and drained rice, 
pdd a tablespoonful of sweet fat and 
sMr until a light yellow over the heat. 
Add broth, potato or any other vege- 
table water, and cook covered until 
the rice is tender, then season well 
and stir in two or three fresh eggs; 
stir imtil cooked, then serve at once. 
This dish tastes like scrambled eggs, 
but a very few eggs need be used to 
s(^rve five. Milk may take the place 
of the broth in cooking the rice. Skim 
luilk may be used in many such dishes 
to advantage. 

A .small amount of boiled rice added 
to gems. mufTms or griddle cakes Im- 
proves them. Plain boiled rice dressed 
as mashed potato will serve ns a vege- 
table with steak. Rice made into 
cakes and fried, or into croquettes and 
served with a sauce are well-liked 
dishes.

MORE CHICKENS ARE WANTED 

Farmers Are Urged by Department of 
Agriculture to Stock Their Farms 
With More Poultry. 

(From the Unlterl states Department ot 

Agriculture.) 

The United Stales department of ag- 
riculture urges as many as possible of 
the farmers who. have not raised chicli- 
ens to stock their farms this year with 
fowls, enoutrh at least to supply the 
needs of their own households. This 
will Ik ii l>iS factor in the nation-wide 
campaign which will endeavor to dou- 
ble tliis year the chicken and I'g^' pro- 
duction of the United States. Accord- 
ing to the last census, of the 6,371,502 
ftirms in the United States, 1,."'_>7,743 
reported no egg production. Tlie niore- 
chicken-and-more-egg campaiirn is ex- 
pected to displace millions of pounds 
of beef and pork in American menus 
and send tlie released ja-oduet across 
the ocean to our soldiers, the allies, 
and the hungry people of the lands 
devastated by the Prussian war torch. 

The department does not advise that 
the gcnci-al farmer embarlc in (exten- 
sive raising of poultry, lint warns 
against such ventures. But It sees 
no reason v>hy every farm should not 
proiluce enoiiirh iliiekens and iviriis for 
its own use, and v.hy there sliould not 
be enough surplus to nudce chickens 
and eggs available to the general pub- 
lic at reasduable prices and in such 
quantUies tlait llier*' will be nuirkedly 
less domestic demand for the meats 
that are needed abroad and that can 
be transported there.

SKIMMED MILK FOR CALVES 



Since Most of Fat Has Bee^p Removed 
in Cream Carbohydrates Needed 
to Make It Balanced. ■ 



Skimmed milk Is a little richer in 

protein than whole milk, but lower in 
carbohydrates. Since most of the fat 
has !>een remov<'d in the cream the 
skimmed milk will need car'ooliydrates 
to make H a balanced ration for calves. 

A good plan is to replace a portion 
of the whole milk with skimmed milk, 
gradually increase the skimmed mill; 
with some form of carbohydrates till 
all of the whole milk is replaced by 
skimmed milk. Fine ground meal is 
one of the best carbohydrate supiile- 
ments to' be fed with skimmed milk. 
Some feeders cook the meal, stir it 
in the skimmed milk and feed it to the 
calf. After the calf is two weeks old 
it w ill (^at tine ground meal and if fed 
small qMantlties will assfmilate It. 
Linseed uieal is als(;^used. 

Care siiould be taken in feeding 
calves. They should be taught to 
drink from the pail as soon as pos- 
silde. Xoiliing but clean vessels slKi^uld 
b(< used and the milk should be dean 
and warm.

Jlilk schu's so quiekly and it is 
so difficult to remove llie sour odor 
from the utensils that l;hese should 
lie washed immediately after they jire 
used.

On Some Farms -Chickens Pay for 
Themselves by Destruction of ln« 
Jurious Insects. 

(From the United States Department ol 
Asrlculture.) 

Chickens as a by-product of general 

farming find much of their feed in the 
waste materials that otherwise would 
serve no U'^err.l j)urposo. The atten- 
tion and labor they require can be giv- 
en largely even by children, and should 
not require the enii>l{.yment of addi' 
tional hired v.orkers. On some farms 
the chickens practically pay for them- 
selves' by their destruction of orchard 
and \ {>f;<'tal)le insects. On otliers they 
help to pay for themselves by their 
production of numure, which when 
properly used largely Increases the 
value of the land. Fifty fowls will nn- 
iiually produce at least a ton of ma- 
nure that can he made as valuable as 
commercial fertilizer. 
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Where Cows Wade Arcund in Muddy 
Yards and Pastures, Teats Often 
' Get Wet, and Cold. 

Sore teats of any kind are very un- 

Jileasant, both to the cow a'nd the 
millcer. A cow having sore teats of 
any kintl^does not stand still during 
milking. She keepis moving about and 
even kicking. 

During spring chajiiied t(!ats are 
couuiion. Tlie cows wade around in 
muddy yards and even in ponds in the 
pasture, the teats -Jivt wet :i:.d cold, 
and if no special attentiou is given to
